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Court Refuses To Admit News Reel In Lewis Contempt Case 


Union Lawyers 
Say Things

WASHINGTON, ‘Dee. 2. (PP) 
Federal District Judge T. Alan 
Goldshorough today refused to 
admit into John L. Lewis’ con- 
tempt trial a news reel record in 
wiich Lewis purportedly said 
that last spirng’s coal strike 
agreement would prevail for the 
duration of gcvernment opera- 
tion. 

The statement may he admit- 
ted in the trial ‘at a later date if 
the court sees fit,” Goldsborough 
ruled, however. 

Chief government counsel John 
F. Sonnett had sought to place 
the transcript in the record to 
show, he said, the United Mine 
worker chief's wilfulness’” in 
cancelling the UMW work con- 
tract with the government on 
Nov. 21. The contract termina- 
tion signalled a walkout by 400,- 
000 soft coal miners. 

Counsel 
workers, while admitting that 
Lewis made a statement to news 
reel cameramen upon conclusion 
of last spring’s 59-day coal strike, 
objected to its admission in the 
contempt trial on grounds that it 
was irrelevant because it was 
made “six or seven months ago,” 

Give Text 

The text of the transcript 
which the government offered as 
evidence was not made public. 
However, Lewis told newsreel 
photographers and reporters on 
the White House steps last May 
29:

Brady Issues List of Articles 
That Cannot Go Through Mail = 


With the heavy Christmas rush 
looming ahead, Orton P. Brady, 
Upland postmaster, reminded Up- 
landers today that there are some 
definite things that can not be 
sent through the postoffice. 

It is important to remember 
that there are severe penalties 
provided for any violation of the 
postal laws in this connection, 
_Mr. Brady said. 

While it is not possible to men- 
tion in detail everything that is 
unmailable, Postmaster Brady :s- 
sued a list of the more common 
types. The following can not be 
mailed and no effort should be 
made to do so: 

(1) Intoxicating beverages; (2) 
inflammable matter such as 
matches, lighter fluid and other 
articles likely to cause fire; (3) 
ammunition and all other explo- 
sives; (4) firearms, such as re- 
volvers, which are capable of be-
